OF NEW HAMPSHIRE TOWNS 

The 250th Anniversary of Rochester will be com- 
memorated by medals with the City seal on one 
side, and the pacer holding the Rochester Fair 
track record on the other, in the entrance to 
the Rochester Fair. Medal Chairman, Miss 
Norma Berube, Box 429, Rochester, N.H. 03867, 
has announced that serially numbered matched 
sets of silver and gold plated medals will be 
$15.50 postpaid. Bronze medals will be $3 each 
postpaid, or $2.75 each for 4 or more. Set #12 
will be donated to the Ray Wheeler collection, 
and other sets numbered from 1 thru 15 will be 
auctioned off. Orders may be sent now to Miss 
Berube or to Leon Savoy, Box 625, Concord, N.H. 
Maximum issue will be 250 sets of silver and 
gold plate, and 500 bronze. Deduct 25C per 
medal if they are picked up from Miss Berube or 
Mr. Savoy. It is expected that medals will be 
ready about Apr. 1, struck by Robbins Company.

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NEW CURRENCY TO BE ISSUED 
AT EXETER, N. H. 

Currency in a new unit called "CONSTANT" is 
being issued soon by an Exeter, N.H., group 
headed by Dr. Ralph Borsodi, an international- 
ly known economist, author of 15 books. In an 
effort to combat inflation the Independent Ar- 
bitrage International was formed to issue a 
new kind of currency for which the value will 
be based on 30 staple commodities traded on 
the world market. During the current state of 
the experiment Constants are backed up by dol- 
lars on deposit with several cooperating com- 
mercial banks. Monies taken in as checking 
account deposits go into a single I. A. I. ac- 
count at the bank, 85% of it into an I. A. I. 
savings account earning 5% interest, or into 
providing funds for discounting of loans cur- 
rently earning up to 8^% . The other 15% is 
left on deposit in an I. A. I. checking account 
to cover day-to-day checks drawn by account 
holders . 

When paper money in the form of Constants is 
sold to the public, the money is handled in 
the same way, fully covering Constants for 
redemption during the experiments. All these 
bank reserves are covered by Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. 

International gold and silver coins are con- 
templated for circulation in March 1973. This 
non- national money should enhance free trade. 

I. A.. I. has been chartered as an International 
non-profit development bank in Luxemburg, 
named International Foundation for Indepen- 
dence. It is expected that by the end of the 
year individuals will do business with a glob- 
al network of participating banks, credit 
unions, etc. There is already a cooperating 
bank depository in London. 

The Constant is designed to maintain a con- 
stant purchasing power, inflation-proof. When 
you compute your checking account balance from 
month to month you will find that as inflation 
occurs, the dollar value of your balance in- 
creases. For example, you deposit $200. You 
spend checks in dollars amounting to $40 dur- 
ing the month. You expect your balance to be 
worth $160, but when you compute your bank 
balance held in Constants into dollars at ex- 
change rate you have a balance of $161.20, an 
amount which would have accrued if you w=re 
getting 3% interest on your checking account 
with an average daily balance of 500 Constants 
(about: $.111) and if inflation rate was 6% a 
year. There would be some reduction due to 
checking account charges.

YOUR ASSISTANCE APPRECIATED 

Ted Dinkel, Keene, has come up with a 50£ 
Troy, N.H., Civil War scrip for E. P. Kim- 
ball's Store. We very much appreciate hij- 
cooperation and hope to illustrate it in 
next issue of the Nonagon, as he has loaned 
it to me for photographing. 

Through the assistance of two good friends 
the following items have been added to my 
collection: Civil War scrip 3t, Sept. 1, 

1863, by S. D. Green, Manchester, redeemed 
by the CITY TREASURER. This is the first I 
have seen from New Hampshire apparently 
issued by a governmental authority. The 
second item is a $2 note from The Lake Bank, 
Wolf borough, which was listed by Wismer but 
I had not seen. We'll try to illustrate 
these items also. 


Any information on other New Hampshire items 
not listed previously will be much appreci- 
ated. I expect to have an article on depres- 
sion scrip of 1933 soon. I have examples 
from a Tilton firm and the Concord Clearing 


House, as well as the New Hampshire Clearing 
House. Does anyone know of other New Hamp- 
shire emergency money of this period in 
paper, wood, metal, or other material?

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N. H. Numismatics 
"School Scrip" 


Several schools and colleges used paper scrip in teaching business courses and these 
make interesting items to add to a collection. However, those from New Hampshire seem 
to be quite scarce. Three are described below and illustrated on our inside cover. 

New Hampton 


New Hampton / Institution at top center with scroll- like ornaments below; between steer 
head (like on 24 Page and Martin, Manchester, civil war scrip) and eagle head (like on 
Warner and Sandwich IOC Civil War scrip printed by McFarland and Jenks) , Spray of hoily 
next to both these vignettes , then a 5 between these and fancy V ornaments in each top 
corner. Similar V ornament in bottom right corner, but "FIVE" in fancy border at lower 
left. Center, New Hampshire state seal superimposed on river scene. "Five — Dollars" 
at sides with ornaments above and below. "COMMERCIAL BANK" above. "A. G. Jones, 
Printer/Concord, N.H." below over dog's head. Left of latter "NEW HAMPTON,/ (Belknap 
Co.)/ N.H." with ornament below; right "FOUNDED/ANNO DOMINI/1868." with ornament below. 
Holly spray and 5 to right of this. Eagle and shield at left center, and lancy sesx 
with border of 5 ' s around large 5 at right center. Plain reverse. 


It could appear that A. G. Jones may have been successor to McFarland and Jenks who 
printed the Civil War scrip with these vignettes. I believe there are ether denominations 


in existence.

Warner or New London? 


"The KEARSAGE BANK." above seal with ship and "1784" in frame at right, and "SIGILLUM 
REIPUBLICAE NEO HANTCNIENSIS" at bottom, and "KILBURN-MALLORY" below. "This note is a 
legal tender for one dollar" at top in frame. "IN SCHOOL SCRIP' at bottom in ^rame, 
and fancy frame with ornaments in corners the rest of the way around. Left, sailor 

holding oar; right large 1. At sides of seal: "Will pay to Bearer/ ONE DOLLAR 

in School Scrip." At bottom : C ashier . President. 

Reverse: Same vignette as on the Northwood note except seal in center has beehive a,.d 

no "E. PLURIBUS UNUM". This also has the same border as on the front with 'This note 
is a legal tender" at top and "IN SCHOOL SCRIP" at bottom. Paper is gray-green with 
zig-zag white lines separating green wavy horizontal green lines. 

Since the Kearsage National Bank was in Warner about this time we suspect this was 
used at Simonds High in that town. The legal tender angle is unusual and we wonder wnat 
its sianificance if any. Anyone any suegestions or additional varieties or information.'
